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How Can I? 


By Anne Ashley 


Q. How can I wash feather pi- 
lows? 

A. Boil for 15 minutes in a 
boiler of water softened with one- 
third cupful borax and one table- 
spoonful ammonia. Do not use 
soap nor soda. Lift out, lay on the 
washboard and scrub with a stiff 
brush dipped in heavy suds. Rinse 
in two waters, squeeze as dry as 
possible, shake thoroughly and pin 
to a line in the shade. Shake and 
turn several times daily. It may 
take a few days to dry them thor- 


oughly. 


Q. How can I remove rust from 
white materials? ; 

A. Rub the juice of a freshly 
eut lemon on the stain, hold the 


material over a steaming kettle, 
and repeat until the stains dis- 
appear. 


Q. How can I get rid of ant 
hills in my lawn? 

A. These are usually black ants, 
If you can reach the ant hill dir- 
ectly, saturate it with kerosene or 
boiling water. 

©. How can I 
stains from fabric? 

A. When the stains are fresh 
pour boiling water through them, 
or rub with glycerin and wash in 
lukewarm water, If the stains 
are old and dry, apply javelle 
water and as soon as the stain 
disappears soak the place in am- 
monia and water to prevent dam- 
age to the material, 

Q. How can. I wash gloves so 
that the skin will not harden? 

A. Wash in lukswarm soapsuds 
and rinse in the same temperature 
water. Dry on glove stretchers, 
pulling and stretching the gloves 
as they begin to dry.

THE WAR - WEEK — Commentary 


on Current Events 


How Long Will Final Phase 
Of War Against Germany Last? 


We may be sure that Allied plans 
for the invasion included . ample 
preparations for repairs to Cher- 
bourg’s harbor facilities, says the 
Christian Science Monitor. Great 
convoys may be unloaded there in 
as little as two or three days. Then 
the liberation of Europe will pro- 
ceed at accelerated pace. That the 
British, American, and Russian 
generals have planned a blitz seems 
evidenced by the lateness in the 
season of their attack. 


It is interesting that the Ameri- 
can-British-Canadians copied Rus- 
sian tactics at Cherbourg. First 
they snipped its supply lines, then 
they pocketed it, leaving the Ger- 
mans to defend a bastion cut off 
from reinforcements and supplies. 
Such was the strategy of Stalin- 
grad, such is the present pattern 
of Vitebsk, Orsha, Mogilev, Zhlo- 
bin, and Bobruisk, 


Strategy In Pacific 

It is the strategy in the Pacific, 
too, where strikes at the Bonins 
isolated the Marianas from the sea 
and air lane down the island chain 
from Japan. At Cherbourg, ‘air po- 
wer was used to blast rails and 
highways and concentraticas of 
troops being rushed to a counter- 
attack. In the Marianas, air power, 
too, blasted the Japanese effort at 
counterattack, inflicting, according 
to the latest word from Admiral 
Nimitz, the heaviest. air loss yet 
suffered in a single operation by 
any participant in this war. 

Indeed, Admiral Nimitz’s summa- 
ry of 747 Japanese planes des- 
troyed, 30 ships sunk, and 51 dam- 
aged paints a new picture of the 
frantic Japanese effort to save the 
Marianas. It would almost suggest 
that the Allies are further advanced 
in the Pacific than we have hereto- 
fore supposed. 


Supply Line Battles 


Yet cold assessment tells us that - 


the situation in the Pacific is in a 
broad and general way just about 
as it was in the European war 
when the Battle of the Atlantic 
was at its height. That was a sup- 
ply line battle, too, 

Without it, the Allies could not 
have mounted the strength that is 
being poured into this final phase 
of the war against Germany. With- 
out secure supply lines to the Far 
East, the Allies cannot hope to 
mount the power that will sweep 
over Japanese land forces. 

We have spoken of a blitz and 
of the final phase of the war against 
Germany. How long will this phase 
last? 


The answer to that is only part- - 


ly physical. War is made against 
the troops and sometimes they may 
fight, as many did in Cherbourg, 
until theif ammunition is gone. But 
in a larger sense the war is waged 
against the will to resist,

Our sense of sound is sometimes 
dependent on our sense of sijht. 

Since steamboats became num- 
erous in the harbors of the world 
ship captains have communicated 
back and forth with each other by 
means of blasts of the ships’ 
whistles.

Since the steam 
could not be seen, ships’ captains 
had no way of knowing which of 
perhaps’ a half dozen motor ships 
anchored in the same general vici- 
nity might be signalling.

Hammond's invention. The train 
whistles mean a lot to those who 
-dwell in the sparsely inhabited 
portions of our country.

How Can I? 


By Anne Ashley 


Q. How can I remove paint stains 
from clothing? : 

A. Either fresh or dry stains can 
be removed from delicate “ mater- 
jails without injury by sponging 
with chloroform. Wash. fabrics can 
be saturated with turpentine, rub- 
bed well between the hands and 
then washed in soapy water. For 
a very old and dry stain, add a 
little ammonia to the turpentine 
and soak the stains in this for an 
hour or two before laundering. 

Q. How can I make better sweet 
pickles? 

A. A small amount of vanilla 
and a small amount of lemon ex- 
tract added to the syrup just before 
it is poured over the fruit will add 
a delicious flavor when making 
sweet pickles. 

Q. How can I remove perspir- 
ation from silk? : 

A. Perspiration stains on a deli- 
cate silk garment can usually be 
removed by rubbing kently with a 
soft dry cloth, 

Q. How can I avoid clogging 
the sink drain? 

A. Hot grease should not be 
poured down the drain pipe of the 
sink. It will congeal as soon as it 
strikes the cold pipe and tend to 
clog it. 

Q. How should blisters 
sunburn be opened? 

A. Do not break sunburn blist- 
ers, as this only adds to their dis- 
comfort. A new layer of skin will 
form under the blisters and they 
will break of their own accord.

Black, of Bancroft, Ont., arrived back 
in Kingston early this morning. 

Black, who fought three days 
France with an anti-tank battery and 
was wounded in the leg by shrapnel 
as Canadians pusked toward Caen, 
returned to this district with Capt. 
H. H. Roberts, of Westport, Ont., and 
18 other ranks. 

With other Canadians, Black cros- 
ged the <hanne] in a Motor Transport 
and transferred to a landing craft 
tank off-shore for the beach assault. 
Although tanks had gone™ahead to 
clear a path for them on the béach, 
Black stated there was still plenty 
of work for his battery when they 
landed. 

“Pushing inland we passed many 
French people, but we did not have 
time to stop and talk to them,” he 
said. “Our morale ahd equipment was 
wonderful, but we met plenty of stiff 
opposition, ‘ yy 

“I left most of my equipment some- 
where in the battle zone, but with the 
kind of fighting that is going on in 
France you do not bother to go back 
“for a bit of webbing,” the bomb- 
ardier declared from his bed at King- 
bton Military Hospital where he is 
now confined. 

“He was everywhere and always on 
the. go” was the comment of L-Cpl. 
A. E. Baxter, of Dunnville, Ont., on 
the exploits of Ross Munro, Canadian 
Press war correspondent in Italy. 

While on traffic control duty, Bax- | 
ter saw the lanky C. P. writer many 
times. “Munro’ was always at the 
wheel of a long four-wheeled Italian 
car with Canadian Press written on 
the side and he would drive it any- 
where,” said Baxter. 

Munro was transferred from the 
‘Ttalion front to cover the invasion of | 
Europe. 

Baxter, who served with a special 
Canadian unit carrying out division | 
patrol, saw action in both the Sicilian 
and Italian campaigns.

1000 B.C. The event spoken of in 
the book of Jeremiah occurred 
about 604 B.C, The First Epistle 
of Paul to the Corinthians was 
written, probably, between A.D. 
67 and A.D. 59, and his First Ep- 
istle to the Thessalonians, about 
A.D. 54. 

Place. Solomon probably wrote 
most of his proverbs in the city 
of Jerusalem, where also the inci- 
dent of Jeremiah 35 took place. 
The cities of Corinth and Thessal- 
onica were located in what is to- 
day known as Greece; the former 
in southern Greece, and the latter 
far north, in the city now known 
as Salonica.

Canned | Fruits 


If you want to assure your family 
basic 


of its fruit requirement, 
then busy your- 
self with put- 
ting up fruit at 
home, 

A hot water 
bath “is ideal 
for — processing 
the fruit once 
it is in the jar. 
Use a regular 
“wash boiler, fitted with a rack to 
keep the jars a half acl. from the 
bottom, A cover that fits tightly 
over the canner helps keep the 


steam in and does not waste fuel, 


Steps In Canning 

1. Wash fruit or berries care- 
fully. 

2 Fruit is pre-cooked for sev- 
eral minutes in certain cases to 
shrink it, and to give your a bet- 
ter looking pack with as little 
floating as possible. 

3, Use a light or medium type 
of sprup in which to pre-cook the 
fruit or .vok in its own juice. 


4. Pack fruit into hot, sterilized 


jars and add boiling syrup or fruit 
juice with which to cover the 
fruit, Most juice or syrup is 
added to within one-half of the 
top of the jar. 

5. Ajust the cap according to 
the instructions for the particular 
type of jar you are using, 
of sealing it will need. 

6. For a boling water bath, 
see that the water boils during 
the entire processing period 

As soon as the jars finish 
Bs ag remove them from 
the canner, set on several thick- 
nesses of paper or cloth and allow 
to cool, All jars. should not be 
inverted, so watch the manu- 
facturers’ instructions on this 
point. 


Open Kettle Canning. 

Women who have canned for 
years on end, still prefer the old- 
fashioned, open-kettle method for 
canning fruits, It gives a lus- 
cious product, and jf the canner 
is careful, no spoilage will deve- 
lop.
